Premier George Clemenceau. 
The campaign had been most sen­ 
sational and bitter. M. Clemenceau. 
then at the height of his power as 
the 
French war premier and one 
of the negotiators of the treaty .with 
Germany, was, up until a few days 
before the election, believed to be 
the 
only 
candidate 
who 
had 
a 
chance for the office. Catholic and 
Socialist votes in the French Parlia­ 
ment, however, combined with those 
of the political enemies of the “Tig­ 
er” * and elected Deschanel. A few 
months later, when Deschanel had 
been forced by illness 
to 
resign, 
“ The Tiger” was asked if he again 
would permit his name to be useu 
as a candidate for the presidency. 
Jungle Before Polit irs. 
“I was too old to be elected last 
January,” he replied ironically, “aud 
I feel too young to accept now, iii 
case I was chosen. I am going into 
India’s jungles to hunt tigers, which 
is much less dangerous than French 
olitics.” 
On May 24, 1920, a few months

on Foreign and Colonial affairs. In 
a speech at Paris the first year of 
the war he declared there could be

costs and another barring alcoholic 
drinks from Elysee Palace. 
M. Deschanel was born in 1857 
in Brussels, to which city his fath­

exiled 
from 
France in 1851 for having publish­ 
ed 
a pamphlet* entitled 
‘^catholio- 
ism and Socialism.” When he was 
two years old, the boy returned to 
France with 
his 
father, who was
